With regard to the remarks of 
‘thy Senior Chinese Unofficial Mem- 
ber on -the subjecs of Tobacco 
duties, it is estimated that half the 
anticipated increase under 
head in the 1930 estimates will be 
Uue to the more ellicient methed cf 
collection rendered possible by the 
Tobacco Amendinent Ordinance of 
1929, and the remainder will accrue 
fron) normal increnge of consump- 
tion, Such estimated increase be- 
ing only 10 per cent.. in excess of 
the 1924 collection cannot be rey 
garded as unduly optimistic. 

The “previous: system of taxing 
tobacco on an’ ‘* ad valorem” stale 
was found unsatisfactory and, after 
due-consideration, superseded ; and 
a uniform rate imposed in accord- 
ance with home practice. The Im-. 
sports and Exports Department 
will welcome any suggestions that 
the Chinese Chamber, of Commerce 
may put. forward .for ‘combating 
smuggling, but the Government is 
gatisfied that the new. system of 
duties works satisfactorily. 


Widows and Orphans. 


The Hon. Mr. W.'E. ©, Shentoif 
called attention to the position ‘un- 
der the ‘Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Pension Scheme. j ; 

On January 1, 1009, the Govern- 
ment under authority of Ordinance 
No. 15 of 1908 took over the 
Widows' and Orphans’’ Pensions 
Fund at $371,300; which sum waa 
credited to the General Revenue of 
the Colony.

Taking first the remarks of the 
Senior Unofficial Member, as re- 
yards the gaol we all know that a 
ew gaol is required and that the 
work, once commenced at Kai Tak, 
was suspended owing to the finan- 
‘ein] difficulties. of the year 1925, 
That ‘site is.‘no longer available, 
being require’ to be resarved for 
the development of the aerodrome, 
and I have no doubt the founda. 
tions prepared for the gaol will 
be found yseful. for future build- 
ings, The, question of accommoda- 
tion in the prisons ia receiving at-' 
tention. A proposal has Leen made 
to transfer the female prisoners 
to ‘Lai Chi “Kok; where there is 
espace availoble,‘and if the transfer 
can be effected the situation in 
Victoria Gaol will be considerably 
relieved.

The 
Government will take counsel with 
the Director of Education on the 
points raised. by the Senior Unoffi- 
cial Member, but I would remind 
him. that a good deal is already 
being done in the way of instruc- 
tion’ in sanitation ond hygiene in 
all schools,' and in clementary 
agricultural instruction in certain 
seiected areas; The Hon Member 
also asked whether school. fees 
should not be reduced..

‘The authorities of the Chinese |

Railway are making arrangements 
with the British section to change 
the ruaning time of the afternoon 
express ‘train from “Kowloon to 
Canton: from. 3.90 te,6 fer, the con- 
venionce of the’ Hong Kong. mer- 
chants and travellers, : 
| Mr. ‘Law Kook Hau,’ man- 
aging: director of the _ Chinese 
sections, stated that most of 
the travellers find ‘it difficult 
to’ leave .the British Colony 
for Camton by train according to 
the present time schedule. Conse- 
quently they are forced to tako 
the ‘night doat, thus affect- 
ing the business of the Railway. 
In order to get back this businces, 
according tothe Directing Mamn- 
ager, the time schedule can be 
altered in such a way, as to make 
it suitable to the customers. The 
authorities are of the opinion that 
this change will mean a big incrensé 
in the number of persona going up 
to Canton by train. ” 

It is learned that the. British 
section will agree: to this new ar- 
rangement if adequate protection 
cam be had.

The Colonial Secretary and other 
members of the Governinent have 
already dealt with most of the 
matters mentionéd in speeches made 
hy Unofficial Members at the Inst 
meeting of this Council; but there 
remain a-few pvints on which [ 
wish to ‘address you myself.

‘joining. these filters. As.I pointed 
out, expenditure amounting ‘to. no 
less than $9,326,490 had actually 
been incurred on: the development 
of the Shing Mun’ schenie. up’ to 


June 30 last... 
Delay Explained, | - 
‘Honourable -membera may per- 
haps ‘ask’ why the: work was not’ 
done more. rapidly;:but to this I 
-would reply, in the first’ place, that 
I doubt whether, with the engizeer- 
-ing résources at. our disposal, “more 
rapid progress was’ possible,. and, 
in tho. next place, that funds. could 
not more rapidly have been made 
available, Memories in this, Colony- 
are short; bul I'cannot believe that 
there is anyone in this Council who, 
forgets the troubles of 1925, 1926" 
and 1097, . The Colony’s finances at:

I claim 
that, instedd of criticising: the 
Government for delay. in. this 
matter, there is cause for thanks- 
giving in this Colony that the first 
section of the Shing, Muh acheme 
had not to be proceeded with even 
more slowly than has actually been 
tho case. es a 


Increased Cost Inevitable, 


Tho honourable the Senior Un- 

‘oficial Member saw no renson why 
the colonists ‘of to-day should be 
anddled with long past expenditure 
upon waterworks, which has been 
paid from time’ to time out of re- 
venue; nor did. he ngree with the 
principle that all Government cx- 
penditure ought ‘to produce o 
revenue, which would give 4 renson- 
able rnte of interest on the ‘capital 
expended. I cannot,’ however, hold 
out any hope to this, Council, or 
to the Colony,.that it will be pos- 
sible to complete -the very large 
and yery . expensive schemes * for 
waterworks development which are 
now under construction and in con- 
templation, without increasing the 
price paid by residents in this 
Colony for their water supply. Nor 
do I consider. that it will be any 
,hardship for consumers of water to 
pay -for it at a price commen- 
surate with its cost to Govern’ 
ment, . . 
I am informed that the price of 
water inthis Colony is cheap by 
comparison ‘with’ prices’ charged 
elsewhere. I am ‘collecting data on 
this subject, and .will place the 
statistics, when procured, before 
this Council. I do not, however, 
propos to increase the price of 
water until it is possible, ta ensure 
a. full supply throughout the year 
to sll houses connected with the 
waterworks, both on Hong. Kong’ 
island and on the mainland. It 
would certainly cause justifiable dis- 
content if:the Government.were to 
increase the price, of ‘water at 2 
time when a restricted supply only 
can be made available. “Thercfore, 
as I intimated at our meeting on 
the 5th instant, I do not propose 
to move in this matter until the 
budget. for 1931 is under considera- 
tion. It will, of course, be impos- 
sible to discard the. rider-main 
system until there is an assured 
supply of water available both on 
the island and on the. mainland 
throughout tho year: and the Gov- 
ernment will certainly give this 
Council an opportunity to debate 
the matter before the! rider-mains 
are abolished. ~ . 7 


Nava} Volunteer Reserve. 


I now turn to:the question of 
establishing in this Colony a divi- 
sion of the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, for which a sum of $25,433 
is provided in ‘next year’s Esti- 
mates. I note that the Unofficial 
Members: consider that.the forma- 
tion of such a division of the Royal 
Naval Volunteer, Reserve might: 
detrimentally affect recruitment for 
the’ Hong Kong Volunteer Defence 


\ Corps; that naval work should be 


left to ‘the Navy; and that the crea- 
tion of such a reserve would be 
alien to the spirit of international 
concord and fraternity, which is 
rapidly gathéring weight, and mo- 
mentum throughout the world. I 
should not fail to place the views 
expressed on this subject: by Un- 
official Members before. the Secre- 
tary of State for 'the Colonies, a8 
the matter is one, not, merely of 
local, but of Imperial concern.

They can be classi- 
fied broadly as “ genera! service,” 
which includes all the sea-going 
branches, and “local defence,” 
which, asthe same implies, is corm- 
paratively ‘stationary. and is centred 
round seaporta of naval or commer- 
cial importance. .The duties, which 
fall to o local defence force, are 
principally counter-measures. against 
mine-laying and submarines. These 
are two forms of attack’ by stealth,. 
which threaten shipping in all navig- 
able ‘waters, especially off naval 
or commercial’ harbours, ‘where 
traffic is neeessorily -dense and’ 
vulnerable. It’ will -be: remembered 
that in the Great, War enemy sub- 
marines attacked shipping off. the 
Azores andthe coast of -America, 
‘while ships were sunk off Auatralia 
and South Africa by. enemy mines, 
and that in this Colony it wna neccs- 
sory..to ‘resort .to mine-aweeping 
operations, — :

An Experimental Project. ,

No Effect on V.D.0, .” 


It is obvious that the scheme, 
which I. have outlined, is» on so 
eimall a scale. that it will.not ‘inter- 
fere with enlistment for the Hong 
Kong Volunteer Defeace * Corps. 
‘Nor are the volunteers, who’ are 
likely to enlist in the” Hong Kong
